The Lei's Compute! Database that we've been 
building up over the last few months is nearly 
finished. We can type in information on the 
cards, read them on the screen and save them 
to disk or tape. 

But there are still a couple more things it 
needs to be able to do to before It's complete. 
You may want to print out the cards or change 
something It you make a mistake. 
This month we'll see how to print the cards.
